FROM THE 
PASTOR’S DESK 

Blest are they who come in the name of the 
Lord! Am I being called to proclaim Jesus as a 
priest, deacon, brother, or sister? (Luke 19:28- 
40) 

SPARKS FROM MARK: 

Another liturgy that I have come to look 
forward to during Holy Week is the Liturgy of 
Tenebrae or the Office of Tenebrae. Tenebrae is 
not part of the main liturgies of the “Triduum” 
or the “Three Davs” hut it has a stronv 



connection to the Triduum through the Liturgy 
of the Hours. 

My first encounter of praying 
Tenebrae was at the Basilica of St. Mary’s in 
Minneapolis, Minnesota when I was in the 
seminary back in the late 80’s. Part of that 
Tenebrae liturgy included the anointing of the 
Paschal Candle and our hands with Myrrh oil 
preparing the church and ourselves for the death 
and resurrection of Christ. This anointing is not 
part of the Tenebrae liturgy itself but was an 
adaptation that the parish community of Basilica 
of St. Mary’s added to the Tenebrae liturgy to 
high light the importance of the use of the 
Paschal Candle in our worship, representing that 
of Christ, who is our light. 

Tenebrae means “darkness” or 
“shadows” in Latin and refers to a public 
singing of Matins and Lauds that is Night and 
Morning Prayer, which was part of the old form 
of the Liturgy of the Hours. Tenebrae was held 
on the evenings of Holy Thursday; Good 
Friday, and Holy Saturday, and the liturgy had a 
tone of mourning. 

There are different forms the 
Tenebrae liturgy is prayed. This is the way I 
experience it at the Basilica of St. Mary’s. The 
Tenebrae liturgy is a ceremony of light, which 
uses a triangular stand with seven candles on it; 
the traditional Tenebrae uses a stand or hearse 
with fifteen candles. 

One by one, the candles are 
extinguished after signing of the lamentations 
from Jeremiah and the readings from Psalm 22, 
Isaiah 38.1-20 and Ezekiel 37.1-14. In the end 
the seventh and last candle is removed from 
sight. The Church is cast into complete darkness 
and all make a sustained noise with a hand, foot 
or book. When the candle is returned the noise 
ceases. After the candle is set back in place all 
depart into the night in silence. The sustained 
noise symbolizes the Temple being torn in two 
as we read in Matthew’s Gospel 27.51-52, 54. 

Tenebrae is schedule for 10:00 pm on 
Good Friday. I hope and encourage all to come 
and experience Tenebrae and Anointing of 
God’s Holy People.

Scripture 

• I gave my back to those who beat me, 
my cheeks to those who plucked my 
beard; my face I did not shield from 
buffets and spitting. (Isaiah 50:6) 

• They have pierced my hands and my 
feet; I can count all my bones. (Psalm 
22:17,18) 

• Rather, he emptied himself, taking the 
form of a slave, coming in human 
likeness; and found human in 
appearance, he humbled himself, 
becoming obedient to death, even 
death on a cross.

• Jesus cried out in a loud voice,

Reflection 

• Why does Jesus suffer and die on the 

Because the confrontation with the mystery of 
evil and sin is at the heart of the fulfillment of 
God's plan, God's work does not consist simply 
in communicating grace but also destroying 
evil, in freeing humankind from what holds him 
captive. That is why God's action in the Word 
will take the form of the mystery of the Cross. 
... He triumphs over death by accepting 
enslavement by it so that humanity can be set 
free. This is the whole meaning of death and 
resurrection of Christ, who descends into the 
most inaccessible depths of suffering and so 
destroys evil at its roots. There is but one 
solution to the mystery of evil: the triumphant 
Cross of Christ. Every explanation becomes 
unbearable in the face of suffering; every human 
effort becomes ridiculous in the face of evil. 
We are unable to bring consolation or 
explanations to someone in the midst of 
suffering; all we can do is try to relieve some of 
his or her suffering. Jesus Christ alone brings 
victory over suffering of bodies and souls. As a 
modem novel puts it, "One word alone is 
possible, that which proclaims the resurrection 
of the body; all other words are just so much 
babbling." We believe that Christ resolves the 
whole human drama because he alone reaches 
its ultimate depths. We must avoid leaving 
Christianity on the surface; it is neither a system 
of morality, nor a social order, nor a system of 
metaphysics. Rather it is the fact that what is 
inaccessible to humankind, what reveals the 
very mystery of his existence as neither morality 
nor sociology could do has been achieved by the 
Word of God.
